Newsuroan, N. T., July 18.—A terrible acci- 
dent occurred here at 120’clock. The west- 
bound West Shore train, due here at 12:04, 
ran into an open switch halfa mile south of 
the depot and a bad smashup occ ad. Four 
bodies have been taken out of th eck. A 
large number af badly injured are being 
taken in all kinds of conveyances to the hos- 
pital. It is said there are from eight to ten 
kliled and over a dozen injured. ö 

Everything possible is being done to quickly 
clear away the wreck and liberate those still 
imprisoned in the debris. A large force are 
at work atevery available point. 

A corps of physicians are on the ground, 
attending the wounds of the injured as rap- 
idly as they are liberated, and sending them 
in ambulances to the nearest hospitals. 

At this hour (2:25) it is learned that six or 
even persons were killed and fifteen or 
twenty injured. Two of the dead had each 
an arm torn out. The train consisted of 
engine No. 200, baggage car, three day 
coaches and a Wagner car. The train was 
well filled with passengers. Car No. 71, in 
which nearly all the casualties occurred, had 
every seat filled. The train was a few min- 
utes late at Cornwall and made the distance 
from that place to the southern limit 
of Newburg at a very rapid rate. 
It crossed Quassaick Oreek a mile south of 
tiie station, ran a few rods further under the 
Pennsylvania Coal Co.’s bridge, then ran 
into an open switch in the West Shore yard. 
In that yard a train was standing ready to 
pull out onto the main track. The day 
express engine struck the freight engine 
with terrific force. The engineer jumped, 
but a little late, and was slightly hurt. The 
fireman also jumped andescaped injury. The 
train crashed through the freight, and all 
the cars were moreor less smashed. Day 
coach 61, following the sleeper, had its sides 


torn off. The scene in this car was terrible.

TRACKED TWO YEARS, 


But Dr. H. C. W. Meyer Has at Last Been 
Run Down. 

DyrRorr, Mich., July 13.—Last night one of 
the most notorious prisoners in America fell 
intothe hands of the police and to-day at 
‘Chicago, New York and Toledo will begin a 
legal war for his custody. Two local detec: 
tives, guided by Detective Julian of New 


York andtwo Pinkerton men, arrested Dr. 
Henry C. W. Meyer at 123 Clifford street on 
suspicion. Julian and the Pinkerton men 
have been on his track for two years and 
finally cornered him in Detroit, collecting in 
the meantime evidence which, they say, will 
cause Meyer to suffer the death penalty. 

Julian says that Meyer graduated from the 
Chicago Homeopathic school in 1878 and his 
operations began a year later, when he pol- 
soned his first wife. Then he poisoned an 
old man named Gilderman and married the 
widow, polsoned her son and finally 
herself. Meyer then moved from Chicago 
to New York, where he went into a 
partnership witha man named Brant, their 
scheme beingto beat the insurance com- 
panies. Brant was to take out heavy insur- 
ance, become sick and apparently die, a 
corpse being procured from some source and 
used to get the insurance. Brant took some 
medicine to render him unconscious, and 
then itischarzed that Meyer poisoned him, 
collecting the insurance.“ In some, way 
Meyer persuaded an Indianapolis giritoac- 
company him to Toledo, where he also pol- 
soned her. Chemists have analyzed the pol- 
son he is accused of using, but have failed to 
find out what it was. He is saidso have col- 
lected $7,000, thatis known, from insurance 
companies, and the detectives feel confident 
there are more cases to hearfrom. Requist- 
tion papers are expected to-day, and al- 
though there are four cases against him in 
Chicago,it ts said efforts will be made to send 
him to New York, where the case is alleged 
r be strong enough to warrant electrocu- 
tion. 


JUDGE JENKINS’ ARREST. 

CHICAGO, July 138.—All persons about the 
Government building here to-day who are in 
any way connected with Judge Jenkins ex- 
press regretat his arrest in Milwaukee in 
connection with the  Plankinton Bank 
troubles. Inallthe discussion which takes 


place not a word ofsuspicion is heard, the 
tenor of the talk being sympathetic and en- 
tirely expressive of the great confidence in 
which the juristis held. 

Judge Woods, who arrived in the city this 
morning, said: *‘While we all feel great 
concern and grieved we do not imagine but 
whatthe whole matter will be cleared up 
eventually in the Judge’s favor. From all 
that can be learned he, himsilf, is as much a 
victimas any one else, for he trusted to 
others to look after his interest in the Plank- 
inton Bank. It may be charged that he was 
negligent, butthen it was not wilful neg- 
ligence. 

le trusted the other officials just as any 
business man might be expectedto. Asto 
the indignity committed in arresting a 
United States Judge, well, of course, a judge 
is mot any more exempt from arrest than 
any other person except than in this, they 
could not arrest him from the bench.“ 

United States Judge Grosscup said: ‘*While, 
of course, a judge of the circuit bench is 
liable to arrest just as any other citizen I 
think the action of the Grand-jury in indict- 
ing a man in Judge Jenkins’ position and with 
his reputation wasrather hasty. The is no 
doubt whatever that the Judge is innocent 
Ot any intent to db wrong and lam sure the 
jury could not have made a thorough inves- 
tigation. From my knowledge of the man I 
am sure that ifthe Grand-jury had taken the 
trouble to make a careful inquiry they would 
not have returned a bill against him, The 
matter is much to be regretted, for, though 
he will be acquitted in the end it leaves a 
biot in his history and many unthinking peo- 
pie will attach a measure of guilt to his 
career.“

FOOLED AN OFFICER. 


Trick Played on Sergt. Johnson by 
Two Highwaymen.

HE RELEASED THEM TO PURSUE THEIR 
INTENDED VICTIX. 


After a Long Chase He Captured the Man, 
Only to Learn That He Had Turned 
Loose the Genuine Robbers—How They

Two highwaymem played a slick canfidence 
game on Sergt.

He placed him under arrest, when he 
was surprised to hear the man vehemently 
declare that he was the person 
whom the other two had attempted 
to rob. He gave his name as R. H. Smith of 
220 South Leffingwell avenue and quickly con- 
vinced the officer of the truth of his storys. 
The two men had jumped on him, he 
said, knocked him down and were 
rifling his pockets in spite of his 


resistance when the officer arrived on the 
scene. He aid not see the officer, he said, 
but when the two men released him be made 
the best use of his heels to escape 
without waiting to ascertain the cause 
of his delivery. He ran because 
he thought the officer was one of the robbers 
pursuing him.

CANNOT GET WATER. 


Breaking ofa Shaft Causes Inconventence 
In Some Neighborhoods, 


a water famine, due to the breaking of the 
shaft of high-service engine No. 5 at Bis- 
sell’s Point, about 10 days ago, 


Tne Water Commissioner recelved numerous 
complaints to-dayfrom the residents along 
Garrison avenue, Easton avenue, near 
highway, Gravols avenue, 
in the vicinity of the 
reservoir, Grand and Lafayette avenues.

CHEAP COTTON. 


causes Which Have Brcucht the Price cf 
That Staple so Low. 


Wrrie Rock, Ark. , July 13.—Senator James 
G. George, Chairman of the Committee on 
Agriculture of the United States Senate, bas 


addressed a letter to 100 prominent cotton 
planters requesting their views on the pres- 
ent low price of cotton and the rem- 
edy, etc. Col. John Fletcher, an ex- 
tensive and one of the best in- 
formed cotton men in the South, replied 
that the low priceisdueto the increased 
acreage, which is gresterthan the demand, 
and the stringency of the money market. T he 
remedy, he says, lies in planting less cotton 
and more breadstuffs and food for man and 
beast. Col, Fletcher advises that the tax on 
all commodities be made as low as 
ossible, so that trade can be as nearly 
ree as the finances of the country will 
permit; that over-production and depressed 
trade have brouzht cotton to its low stand- 
ard; that India with its cheap laborisa for- 
midable rival of America; that overflows 
have caused great damage; that the cost of 
production is uncertain; that the low price 
of cotton has stimulated the cultivation of 
food; that cotton millsinthis State Are not 
successful; that the acreage in Arkansas is 10 
per cent greater this year thamit was last 
year; that the law of supply dnd demand 
will adjust prices to an equitable basis. 


CUBAN SUGARS. 
HAVANA, July 18,—A statement issued re-

NINE TO BE SHOT. 


Gov. Jones Declares He Will Execute 
the Convicted Indians, 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HAS NO 


RIGHT TO INTERFERE. 


To-Morrow the Day Set for Carrying Out 
the Order of the Tribal ‘Court—Belief 
Prevails in the Territory That the 
Governor Will Recede From His Posi- 
tion. 


SOUTH MCALESTER, I. T., July 18.—The 
opinion among prominent Choctaws here is 
that despite the threat of Gov. Jones, tele- 
graphed abroad, that he will shoot the con- 


demned Indians to-morrow, there will 
be no Cs He will not 


dare, it believed, to thus 
place himself in such bold opposition to Fea- 
eralauthority. However, there isa stron 
sentiment among the full bloods in favor o 
going ahead with the shooting in deflance of 
the wishes of the Government at -Washing- 
ton, and this feeling may bring on a confilct 
between the rival factions. There are nine 
Indians under sentence of death, and the 
execution, if it occurs, will be the most 
notable in the history of the Choctaw Nation. 

The conviction of these Indians was the 
culmination of a political feud which dates 
back to September last. Wiison N. Jones 
and Albert Jackson were the candidates of 
rival factions for Governorof the Nation. 
Jones was declared re-elected, but the Jack- 
son party charged fraud and the feeling ran 
high, finally culminating on the night of 
Sept. 10 in the assassination of four adher- 
entsofthe Jones party. At that time the 
whoie military torce of the Nation was called 
into the feid anda pitched battle was immi.- 
nent. Peace was, however, patched up and 
no further bloodshed followed. 

The political feud was settled by the inter- 
ference of Leo E. Bennet, the Government 
Indian Agent. A conference of the leaders of 
the opposing factions, consisting of Wilson 
N. Jones, Irincipal Chief; N. B. Ainsworth, 
E. N. W right, 3 Hompton of the Pro- 
gressive party, Joe Gardner, A.N. Anderson, 
Daniel Bell of the Nationalor Jackson party, 
Charles Lafiore, Captain of the Indian Police 
of the United States, was held at McAlester 
on Sept. 12. It was unanimously agreed that 
in order to amicably adjust the trouble, all 
armed bodies of men should disband and that 
persons whe participated in the killing of 
Joe Heck. Frank Fraziel, Elias Colbert and. 
Robert Nelson should surrender to the con- 
stituted authorities of the Nation to answer 
before the courts, and while in custody the 

risoners should be protected from all vio- 
ence, 

It was also agreed that the ballot boxes 
containing the ballots cast for Jones and 
Jackson, which had been sealed, should be 
reopened and counted by the Council at its 
October meeting. This agreement was 
signed by all present and telegrams and 
messengers on horseback were dispatched to 
all portions ofthe nation, The effect of this 
wastoallay the excitement. There was no 
further outbreak, and when the Council of

Jones’ ad- 
herents were tried and condemned to be shot, 
Ever since the arrest of these men it has 
been accepted asa foregone conclusion that 
the Choctaw authorities would kin them if 
they could, They were arrested under war- 
rants in the Governor’s own handwriting 
and were convicted by ‘juries composed of 
their rivals, who had worked up the case 
had sought them out and afterwards guarded 
them in jail. Itisnow known as a fact that 
six of the jurors who sat on the case were 
members of the militla who hunted the pris- 
. down and have been guarding them 
since. 

The prisoners were to have been shot on 
the 7th of this month, and all preparations to 
carry out the mandate of the tribal court had 
| been made. But oo the nightof the 6th of 
July, under pressure from the Interior De- 
partment, which had been ere toto 
prevent the judicial murder of the prisoners, 
| Gov. Jones reprievedthe men untl Aug. 4, 
| Since then, however, he declared that the 
| order of tne tribal court must be carried out. 
His position is that the United States Gov- 
ernment has no right to interfere. It is 
basedon art. 7 of the treaty between the 
2 Government and the Choctaws, rati - 

ed in 1866, which says: 

The Chocta ws and Chickasaws 
lation as Congressand the President of the United 
States may deem necessary fer the better adminis- 
tration of justice and the protection of their rights 
of person and property within the Indian Territory, 
provided, however, such legislation shall notin any 
wise interfere or annul their . tribal orgen- 
ization or their respective legislatures or judiciary 
or the richts, laws, privileges or customs of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nation respectively, 

The bitter animosities that have been en- 
gendered by thistrial and the deepdnterest 
that has been taken in it by residents of the 
Territory are not dueso much to the lives 
that are at stake as to other questions that 
hinge uponthe case. The Choctaws retain 
the disregard for human life that marked 
their early history. The autonomy of the 
natives is practically at stake and the full- 
blood faction, of which Gov, Jones ig the 
moving spirit, is keenly aliveto that fact. 
The full-bloods dare not openly antagonize 
the white residents of the Territory, for they 
Gread the Federal Court above all things 
else and avoid the meshes of the white man’s 
law with a terrorthat is almost childish. 
They take it out, however, upon their com- 
patriots, Almost any Innovation in their 
customs brings the offender, if is an In- 
dian, to the barof justice on the charge of 
treason. 

The difference between the factions is best 
illustrated by the habits of the full-bloods, 
,Wwho principally compose the Nationalist 
party. Imvariably they live remote from the

Railroad Men in the Springfield and 
Sedalia Construction Co. 


The publication in yesterday’s Post-Dts- 
PATCH announcing that the Springfield and 
Sedalia Construction Oo. had filed articles 
of incorporation created considerable com- 
ment In rallroad circles, ‘inasmuch 


as the incorporators, John 8. Robbins. 
M. J. Shelley and Richard Dunsford, are all 
employes of the Greeley- Burnham Grocer Co. 
of thiscity. It is admitted that the incor- 
porators are not the power behind athe 
enterprise. In railroad circles it is 
belleved that it is not the  inten- 
tion of the construction company to 
bulld unaided a railroad between Springfieia 
and Sedalia. Itis thought, however, that 
Dwight Tredway of st. Louis and J. B. Quig- 
ley of Sedalia are the gentlemen backing the 
enterprise and it is alleged that they are 
Gesirous of obtaininga right-of-way from 
Sedalia to Springfield, and after a charter 
has been granted to sell the prospects 
to a construction company or organize a 
company to build a line. About a year 0. A. 
Crandall, President of the Missouri Trust Co., 
at Sedalia, Mo., was behind a project to 
construct a road from Springfield to Sedalia, 
to be known as the Springfield, Sedalia, Mar- 
shall & Northern. Directors of the 
road, seventeen in number, were 
chosen from towns along the proposed line, 
and public meetings were held for the pur- 
pose of raising money and securing a right of 
way.

The case of William Newby or Daniel 
Benton—the jury must decide which—now 
on trial in the United States Court at 
Springfield, IIISe, is one of the remarkable 
cases of uncertain identity on,record. It is 
a marvelous case from any standpoint— 
almost as marvelousif the man claiming 
to be the old soldier Newby should prove 
to be the ex-convict Benton as it would 
be should his claim be fully established. 

When the Shiloh mystery, as the 
case is now called, was first discovered and 
reported in the Post-DIsPATOoH the story 
excited widespread interest by reason of 
its extraordinary circumstances. The de- 
tails of the story are familiar to the pub- 
lic. A William Newby went to the war 
from White County, Illinois, with the 
40th Illinois Regiment, leaving a wife 
and several children at home. He was 
supposed to have been killed in the battle 
of Shiloh and his body—fully identified— 
was buried in the trench on the field. 
Thirty years after, an old pauper 
with impaired mind, giving the name 
of William Newby, was admitted to 
the White County Poor-house. Some 
remarks dropped by the old man 
induced an attendant to speak to the 
Newby family about him. The in vestiga- 
tion led to his recognition as the long-lost 
William Newby and his return and instal-

The commissioners assessed the 
Grand Avenue Rallway Co. $1,320 per annum 
for the use of the tracks, and the People’s 
Ratlway Co. object to the sum as inadequate 
and not a just compensation. 

The People’s Ratiway Co., also objects be- 
cause the commissioners erred in excluding 
from their basis of caiculation the cost of 
the conduit underlying the tracks of the 
People’s Rallway Co. on Grand avenue, The 
commissioners also, it is claimed, greatly 
under-estimated the cost of the tracks in 
question, the cost of the granite paving, the 
cost of repairs and maintenance, etc.

CAUSING THEM TROUBLE, 


St. Louis Insurance Agents Do Not Like 
Illinois’ New Law. 

The St. Louis business men and insurance 
agents are very much annoyed at the work- 
ingofa new insurance law passed bythe 
last Illinois Legisiature and which went into 
effect the Istof July. It not only cuts off an 
immense amount of business from, the St. 
Louls agents but it also deprives the State of 
several thousand dollars in taxes to which it 
is really entitled. 

The new law provides that no agent or 
person a non-resident of the State of 
Illinois can write an insurance 
policy in that State and now 
all policies must be written dy resident 
agents, duly licensed by the State of Illinois, 
The penalty imposed for the violation of the 
lawisthe expulsion of the particular com- 
pany whose policy was issued, and no more 
policies can be issued for that company in 
the State by any of its agents. 

Mr. J. A. Waterworth, President of the 
Board of Underwriters, in reply to questions 
onthe subject made a statement in sub- 
stance as follows: This new law puts the 
St. Louis insurance men to a great deal of 
annoyance, because it necessitates their 
transferring all of their business in 
East St. Louls to agents in IIIIMinois. 
Most of the insurance in East 
St. Louls, except on dwellings, is paid by 
St. I ouls owners, so that now, instead of 
ordering his insurance all together, a man 
interested in East St. Louis property must 
chop it up or else his agent must do it and 
have the policies issued in Illinois. It takes 
away from Missouri about $6,000 in licenses, 
but the main difficulty is the annoyance and 
. to which it puts the insurance men 
lere. 

The agents are doing the best they can 
now to pass the work over to the Illinois 
agents of the companies they represent.

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TILLMAN’S LIQUOR FIGHT. 


The Opponents of the Law Defying the 
Governor on Every Hand. 

CHARLESTON, S. O., July 18.—The Portner 
Brewing Co. has a beer barrel on its shoulder 
and bas dared Gov. Tillmanto knock it off. 
A keg bas arrived from Charlotte, N. C., con- 
signed to the agent of the company here. 
The shipment was made purely for the pur- 
pose oftesting the right of the State to pro- 
hibit the roads, under the dispensary laws, 
from carrying liquor to parties in South 
Carolina from points in an adjoining State. 
The kegin question was brought to the city 
by the South Carolina Railroad, that road 
having received it from the Richmond & Dan- 
ville road and delivered it to the brewery’s 
agent here on the announcement of the rail - 
road authorities here that the package was 
subject to confiscation and the receivers sub- 
jectto fine and imprisonment. The brew- 
ery’s agent received it and placed it on ice in 
a conspicuous place in the establishment. 
There it remained throughout the day, un- 
molested by the many spies with which the 
Governor has flooded the city. So far from 
attempting to do business in an underhanded 
manner, especial pains have been taken to 
inform the authorities of what is being done. 
The Governor has made no move against 
Charieston yet, though it is rnmored that his 
constabulary have upward of fifty cases pre- 
pared and that the battle will begin in a day 
or two. 


THE IRON TRADE. 


Business Stil Very Flat and Not Much 
Promise of Resumption. 


OLEVELAND, O., July 13.—The past ten days 
have brought nodevelopments promising an 
early termination of the mills’ shut-down, 
and the market conditions have strength- 
ened the manufacturers’ resolution to make 
no concessions to secure early resumption. 
The record of the blast furnaces shows that 
the checking up process was already under 
way in miils and foundries, and that furnace 


men did not respond to the situation as they 
have done in the vigorous curtailment move- 
ment that has been going on in July. From 
a stock of 808,000 tons June 14, the unsold coke 
iron supply jumped to 345)000 tons July 1. The 
Mahoning Valley leads on the increase, but 
the Pittsburg district and Alabamaand Geor- 
gia contribute a considerable share. itis 
estimated that nearly all the ore sold this 
season has either been brought down or 1 
covered by charters running to the latter 
part of the season, so that the demand for 
tonnage by ore shippers from this time out 
will depend almost entirely upon sales of ore 
that may be made hereafter.

PACKING CENTERS. 


Nelson Morris & Co. Also to Make an Ad- 
dition—Increas\ed Facilities at the 
Yards—100 Per Cent Gain in Business— 
Hundreds cf Additional Workmen— 
A Rosy Outlook. 


Animportant industrial item for St. Louls 
to-day isthe beginning of business by Swift 
& Co.’s immense new packing-house at the 
National Stock Yards on the East Side. Hun- 
dreds of men are already at work and the 
force will be augmented day by day untl 
everything is in full swing. 

This industry isthe result of conditions 
which have for some time deen apparent to 
keen and observant packers of the country 
and which were no longer to be ignored. The 
geographical position and the extensive 
shipping facilities by ralLand water were 
controlling elements that have determined 
Swift & Co. as well as others to make St. 
Louis one of the foremost packing centers, 

There has been much growth and activity 
at the National Stock Yards since the change 
in ownership two years ago and the outlook 
for the future promises far greater 
things than have yet been developed. 
A marked hindrance to the progress 
of the yard heretofore has been the lack of 
consumption of cattle as well as other stock. 
The receipts and sales have been high, but 
the fact that the place was mainly a clear- 
ing-house did not give it the desired impor 
taitce. Packing-houses that kill and dress 
and then ship to the market are consumers, 
and they vastly reduce the visible supply of 
stock; whereas, to merely receive, sell and 
ship live stock attaches a lesser degree of 
im portance to a place. 

The first active step at the yards was in 
1890, when the st. Louis Dressed Beef Co. 
was sold to Nelson Morris & Co. The former 
had done only a moderate business, but Mor- 
ris & Co. enlarged the plant and took hold of 
Matters With a vim. They now have a 
slaughtering and dressing capacity of over 
1,000 cattle a day besides their dealings in 
sheep and hogs, and oftentimes the establish- 
ment is pushed to its utmost. This 
large industry was a great step toward ma- 
terial progress, yet it was feit that this mar- 
ket was far from what it ought to be, from 
the advantages afforded by its natural posl- 
tion, etc, It remained for Swift & Oo., the 
greatest handiers of dressed beef in the 
world, to give things at least a satisfactory 
impetus, and this the new establishment 
will impart. Swift & Co. bought the old 
Whittaker plant, which has been completely 
remodeled, and besides this they have added 
several new large buildings, the whole being 
fitted with the latest improved facilities for 
the business, so that no packing house in the 
country isas well equipped as regards ex- 
pedition and economy. This company has 
twenty-five acres of ground within the stock 
‘yards inciosure and has plans whereby all 
of this ove space will be 
consumed, The concern handles 
cattle, sheep and hogs and slaugnters and 
dresses them with surprising dispatch. The 
meats andthe by-products go direct from 
here to all parts of the world. The fnancial 
outlay thus far is nearly $750,000 and a signif- 
icant fact is that several of the bulldings 
have but temporary inclosures at one end, 
the o ev being to easily admit of 
their extension. Now thatthe Swift plant 
is well under way it will be founda 8 
portant factor in buliding up the st. Louis 
market to the point it deserves.

Republicans Laying Plans to Get Control 
of the Offices. 


A deal is brewing in the Mullanphy Board 
in which Mayor Walbridge has shown his 
hand and which promises to be interesting.

in the trial of Wm. Newby, alias Daniel Ben - 
ton, for endeavoring by means ofa fraudulent 
pension to detraud the Government of 320, 000, 
to-day was the appearance on the witness 
stand of Mrs, Hannah Benton, who lived 
‘with the celebrated pension claimant as his 
wife for five years, and who has two children 
of whom he is the father. The two met in 
_ Me Pike County (III.) Poor- house and 
lett together with the intention 
of getting married, but 
oe They wan- 

- Gered about the country from poor farm to 
poor farm unptilfinally Benton left her and 

tock up with another woman. Afterwards 
shesawhim inthe Tennessee penitentiary. 
As Mrs. Benton stepped down from 
the witness stand she caught 

the claimant’s eye and there was a mutual 
recognition. 

The son. of. Daniel Benton, also named 
Daniel, was then placed on the stand and 
yecognized the claimant as his father. He 18 
an exact counterpart of the man on trial, 
even to being amicted with the rickets. 

Andrew Whooten of Memphis wasthe most 
important witness the Government produced 
this morning. He testified that previous to 
the war he lived in White County, III., two 
years, and that during that time Mrs, Benton 
and her son Dan came to live with him. 


He moved Tennessee. They 
went with “him 


Dan at that time 
was a small boy, anne lived with him for 


some time. lie positively identified the man 
on trial as Daniel Benton. 

Following the testimoy of Whootan, Dr. 
Mayfield of Memphis swore that he met the 
prisoner when he was about sor 10 years old 
and with the exception of a short period he 
accounted for his whereabouts up to within 
a few years ago. 

‘Several other witnesses were examined, 
but there was nothing new in their 


testimony. Oneofthem was an inmate of 
the Pike County Poor-house, and he de- 
scribed Benton as a ‘‘masher among the 
women.“ During the time he was 
there he said Dan induced two of 
them to leave with him andtried to vet sev- 
eral others away. Ihe prisoner laughed 
heartily and winked at the witnesses during 
the recital of the story, this being about the 
first interest he bas shown in the trial. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S CASE. 

So far the State has shown by its witnesses 
that the claimant is Daniel Benton or Will- 
famson County, Tenn.; that the woundon 
his head was not caused by a bullet or shell, 
but came from a blow he received in Ten- 
mnessee before the war, and that the 
wound on his head was received in 
boyhood; that he had since been a cripple; 


that his mother, Ledia Benton. had worked 
for familtes in the southern part of the State, 

and it was from companions that he got the 
name.of ‘*Rickety Dan. His mother tock 
him with her te Carmi, III., in 1849, when he 
was about 16 years of age, and sent him to 
school, but as he was weak- minded and 
would ‘not attend she sent him to the Poor- 
house in Williamson Co. Tenn., and 
at that age defendant was often whipped for 
Stealing horses. He was not in the war on 
either side. ‘The State also shows that 
Benton was married in Tennessee and had 
ten children. For some time after the 
war nothing was seen of him, during which 
time he wandered from county to county 
and State to State, and finally landed in the 
penitentiary, where he remained until 1889, 

when he was released. After this he van 

dered around through Ohio and Indiana ana 
was recognized in several places as Daniel 
Benton. He at last landed in Mt. Vernon, 

II., in 1891, and from then on was William 
Newby. 

THE CLAIMANT IN COURT. 


The famous claimant, be he Newby or Ben- 
ton, is a striking pieture in the crowded 
court-room, ashe sits by the side of Mrs. 
Ferby Newby, who says she knows he is the 
husband she so long mourned as dead.
